Washington, Sept. 4.— Marriage 
and divorce statistics compiled by the | 
Department of Commerce for 1922 in 
the States of Louisiana and Kansas 
show that divorces are increasing in| 
both States, slightly in Louisiana, | 
and to a very marked extent in Kan 
sas, 

Compared with 1916, the last year 
for which similar data have been pre 
pared by the Department, it is found 
that the number of divorces in Kan 


sas increased by 31.2 per cent during | 
the six year period 1916-1922 while | 
marriage in that State increased by 


only 8.4 per cent. There were 19,705 


marriages and $3,436 divorees in| 
Kansas in 1922 as compared with 
18,162 marriages and 2,618 divorces 
in 1916 

In Louisiana there were 21,66! 
marriages 'n 1922 as compared with 
18,042 in 1916, or an increase of 20.08 
per cent; and 1,731 divorces in 1922
